HAVIGELLA, meaning •little ship" was done by Parri Spinelli about 1387-1453 
at the beginning of the Panaissanos as a variation on on© of the mch adaired mosaic 
works of Giotto in the old church of St. Peter’s in PiOme. In his pen and brown ink 
drawing, Spinelli used Giotto’s toeme of St. Peter inuping from the ship to join 
Chriat as he walked on the water of the Sea of Galilee during a stoana, 

RIVER LANDSCAPE, done in black chalk and browx and gray wash by Herman 
Saftlevon IH (1609-168$) of Holland represents a typical view of a wide Dutch 
Xandscaps with winding rivers, the breadth of the scene being emphasized by the shape 
of the paper. It has been suggested that this depicts the Dutch cotmtryside near 
Rhenen.
